Selectmen’s Report. 


We will say the affairs of the town run quite smoothly until 
last fall when the M. A. & W. Street Railway increased the price 
of a ride from the Four Corners to Milford and the dividing line 
at the Green Store, so-called. ‘This action caused a commotion 
all over the town, both North and South parts, as well as the 
Centre. It was the cause of public meetings in the Town Hall, 
when the citizens criticized the actions of the Company. and the 
Selectmen were censured more, if anything, than the Company, 
for neglect of duty, especially in not foreseeing the wants of her 
citizens in five or ten years in the future, at the time the fran- 
chises were granted. A committee was chosen to wait upon the 
Company, and we feel those meetings have been of some benefit 
tous asatown. The citizens in the vicinity of the Centre not 
receiving the benefit asked for, petitioned the Selectmen for re- 
lief. They at once asked Mr. Ray (the director having that 
matter in charge) for a hearing. He immediately replied he was 
<oo unwell to receive the Board, but as soon as he was able he 
would be pleased to meet us and hear what we had to offer. We 
expect by the Annual Meeting to have a favorable report to make 
of the whole situation. 


TOWN COMMON. 


With the New School House sitting as it does we thought it 
advisable to have something done toward grading the Common. 
We employed Mr. Connolly to commence on the side next to the 
Town House. His work changed the looks of the building much. 
The other side being high and gravel quite good, Mr. Thayer, as 
Road Commissioner, would take and use the surplus on the road. 
After some work, finding much stone, the Common was looking 
bad and we agreed with him to level or grade, the rest of it. 
In striking large boulders it caused the expense to be much more 
than we expected, and the bill is now due.

Board has been called on to treat small pox cases. There has 
been two the past year and we feel fortunate in not having the dis- 
ease spread. Believing the thorough vaccination in the spring 
a great factor in suppressing the disease. The cost has been 
normal, the State assuming most of Dr. Jenckes’ bill. We would 
advise the town to appropriate some money for the Board of 
Health. We have now two cases of diptheria, to supply anti- 
‘toxin, and the fumigation of the buildings which we assume to 
pay for the suppression, if possible, and thorough fumigation.

In the dry time last summer we caused a well to be put in 
on the land bought for that purpose, by advice of different ones. 
We thought it best to lay it up with brick, and if any impurities 
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it would be filtered through them. Water was reached in 
about ten feet, and acurb made and commenced to brick from 
this and sink the curb with the digging, which was done for 
some thirteen or fourteen feet with two rows of brick. Some 
boulders were encountered and an exceeding hard clay which made 
the work slow, and the expense increased in proportion. The well 
was finished before any rain to start the spring, and there was 
eleven feet indepth and ten feet in diameter of water. We think 
there is a good supply, and would advise that a pipe be laid this 
summer and connection made with a watering tub as intended, 
also the pipe be extended to the school house to save the town in 
putting in a well for school purposes, and not to make the tax 
rate higher; would suggest, allow the highway commissioners 
$1000 by taxation and $1000 from the excise tax, and the bal- 
ance of the usual amount for the above purposes.

Our State Road (So-called). 


In our last report we mentioned as having part of a section 
built. The travelling public were so well pleased with the road 
we at once applied to the Commissioners for another allotment, 
which was granted, of $712 to build 1050 feet of road, and to 
be built under the same Acts as the former section. We made 
a much better arrangement as to expense than in the former. 
This section was to be built of field stone, and we furnished a 
fine piece of road. The Chairman of the Commissioners came 
out to see us, and we asked for more money to finish to the 
Blackstone line. He and their engineers looked the road over 
carefully and they laid out 2000 feet asa State highway and 
would allow us $1232 to build the same. We made our esti- 
mates, and we couldn’t, neither could any one else build that dis- 
tance for that amount, and that being all the money the Com- 
mission could allow us they cut the distance to 1600 feet. We 
finished that section last fall, and it has been accepted ag a State 
highway. You will see by the expense account the appropiation 
was exceeded, but as an offset we have stone bought and nearly 
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150 tons delivered on the bank for the crusher; also the road 
widened by the (Pond Hole) which had got to be done, State 
highway or not, which will account for the extra expense, and 
we will say it is the understanding with the Commission we are 
to have another allotment to finish to the Blackstone line and 
then if we can prevail on them to take about 800 feet of section 
two as a State highway, we have accomplished what the Board 
prayed for eight or nine years ago. In our report of 1899 we 
stated the expense for a survey had been considerable, but if we 
succeeded in getting even a short distance it was money well in- 


vested.

Rodd Commissioners’ Report. 


The roads throughout the town are, as a whole, in good con- 
dition. The bridges at the North part will need but little repair- 
ing. The road on the line of M. A. & W. Street Railway from 
North Bellingham to the Four Corners will have to be repaired by 
some one the coming year. If the Railroad Company are not 
going to do it the Town will have to, as it is in bad shape. We 
would recommend a special appropriation of $150 for cutting 
bushes along the highway. 

At the South part the road is in fair condition. Consider- 
able new guard rail will have to be erected and some of the old 
_rail will need repairing. ‘The bridge over Peters’ River, near 
South Bellingham Station, will have to be rebuilt, the stringers 
have already been purchased, but were not delivered in season to 
be used last fall. The $200 appropriated to repair the bridge 
and street at Bungy Brook was expended as the Commissioners 
deemed best by repairing and enlarging the old bridge, also put- 
ting ina new 24-inch tile pipe and raising the grade of street 
nearly two feet.which has so far seemed to work very satisfac- 
torily.

Librarian’s Report. 

At the annual meeting of the Trustees, in April, I was asked 
to fill the position as Librarian for the eighth consecutive year, 
and herewith respectfully submit the following statement: Dur- 
ing the year there have been 164 card-holders; the circulation 
of books for home use 2,165. ‘There have been added to the 
library 150 volumes, 100 by purchase and 50 by gift. The total 
number of volumes in the library is 1,419. 

The library has been opened as usual for delivery of books 
every Saturday P. M. from 3 to 5:30, and from 7 to 8 o’clock, 
and Tuesday evenings from 7 to 8, with the exception of two 
weeks in January, when the library was closed as usual to repair 
the books, and right here I would like to take the privilege of 
calling the attention of the patrons to articles 5, 8, and the last 
clause in article 9, in our Rules and By-Laws, found in our cata- 
logues. The last named article gives the State Laws for the 
preservation of books in Public Libraries. We feel the year has 
been a very satisfactory one, and we are glad to note the interest 
shown in all parts of the town. Of course fiction largely pre- 
dominates in the circulation, but the demand for a better class 
of such books increases. The library has been more frequently 
used for reference than any previous year and we trust in time 
the reference department may be made valuable and keep in mind 
one of the objects of the Public Library. 
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tastes and needs of all classes of readers and the work is a re- 
sponsible one. ‘To assist them in their duty the Trustees will 
welcome any suggestions and advice. Among the gifts of bookg 
during the year the library has received a copy of ‘*The Lawson 
History of the America’s Cup,” from Mr. Thomas W. Lawson.

Report of School Committee. 


The School Committee respectfully submit the following an- 
nual report : 


The Committee organized with Horace A. Brown, Chairman, 
and Clarence A. Crooks, Secretary. 

The joint committee representing the towns of Mendon, 
Hopedale xnd Bellingham met in April and elected Horace A. 
Brown, Chairman, and Frank J. Dutcher, Secretary. 

Mr. E. E. Sherman was again unanimously elected Super- 
intendent for the joint district, but resigned at the close of the 
spring term to accept a similar position at Weymouth, leaving 
our schools in excellent condition. 

Mr. Herbert F. Taylor of Worcester, was chosen his suc- 
cessor and began work with the fall term. 

Many necessary changes have been made at the South school 
which called for an expenditure of quite a sum of money, but the 
results obtained in the heating and ventilation as well as the im- 
proved appearance of the building fully justify the outlay. 

We wish to call attention at this time to the crowded condi- 
tion of the schools there; by transporting the Eighth and Ninth 
grades to the Centre school we have relieved the condition some- 
what and will probably continue to do so for another year, but 
should that part of the town continue to grow it will be necessary 
within a few years to enlarge the building. 

The report of the Superintendent follows our financial state- 
ment and is worthy of careful reading by all.

Report 


of the Superintendent of Schools. 


To THE ScHOOL COMMITTEE OF BELLINGHAM: 


GENTLEMEN—I hereby present the ninth annual report of the 
Superintendent of Schools, and the first of the present incumbent. 

I found, when taking up the work in September, your schools 
in excellent condition, so the problem thus far has been to main- 
tain the high standard set by my predecessor, rather than to in- 
trodnce innovations. 

Good schools depend on two important considerations, ma- 
terial equipment and good teachers. 

In material equipment Bellingham is particularly fortunate, 
as the new buildings completed last year, are in every way satis- 
factory. 

The school house at South Bellingham is not large enough to 
accommodate the rapidly increasing population in that section of 
the town. ‘The primary room is now full to its seating capacity, 
and although the pressure in the grammar room was relieved by 
transferring the eighth grade to the Massey in September, next 
September will find both rooms overflowing. Should the enter- 
ing class be as large as the present one, only two grades could 
be accommodated in the primary room, forcing the third grade 
into the grammar room, but tomake room for it there, the seventh 
and eighth grades would have to be transferred to the Center. 

The size of the classes at the Center would make this plan 
economical as it would: not require an additional teacher. It 
would lessen the number of grades of the teachers at the South, 
while the increased size of the classes at the Center would pro- 
vide a healthy rivalry which is desirable. 

The other factor in good schools is good teachers, and here 
‘again Bellingham is fortunate. The teachers, for the most part, 
are good, and the fact that you have been able to retain them is 
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a matter for congratulation. ‘There has been but one resignation 
the past year, Miss Harriet Dodge, principal of the North school, 
resigning. | 

Improvement in your schools will come from a more skillful 
correlation on the part of the teachers of the studies laid down 
in the course, thus securing greater unity in aim and results. 


It is my purpose to arrange the supplementary reading ma- 
terial in a more definite way, so that the graduates of our schools 
shall not only be able to read intelligently, but shall have an out- 
line of the world’s great literature, upon which to base their 
future reading. A school which sends a child out knowing how 
to read, but furnishes him no guide as to what to read does only 
half its work. 


A beginning has been made in the ninth grade, the children 
showing enthusiasm and pleasure in the work. 

I desire to express my appreciation of the cordial co-opera- 
tion of the librarian of the Bellingham Free Library, in connec- 
tion with this course. 


As literature is an expression of the thoughts of men, so the 
child should be encouraged to express his thoughts in written as 
as well as spoken form. A plan has been introduced of binding 
together the written work in the various subjects or making books 
as it were. As the original copy is the one bound, the plan has 
proved an inspiration to do more careful work, knowing the books 
are to be shown visitors and sent home to the parents at the end 
of the year. 


A method of expression often more easily comprehended 
than writing is drawing. The work in this branch has been con- 
tinued this year following an outline prepared by Miss Robinson, 
special instructor in drawing at Hopedale. A small sum _ has 
been expended for water colors, and I would recommend that a 
teacher be employed next year one day of the week to supervise 
the drawing. 

I also recommend that a beginning be made in systematic 
instruction in music, the desirability of which needs no argu- 
ment. | 

A perusal of the table on the following page shows these 
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facts which for convenience are here expressed in round num-

A comparison of these figures with those of last year shows 
a decrease of two percent in attendance, and an increase of 119 
in the number of tardy marks. These facts are partially ac- 
counted for by a small pox scare which seriously interfered with 
the attendance, during the spring term. 

The remedy for tardy marks would seem to lie equally with 
teachers and parents. 

In closing it gives me pleasure to express my appreciation of 
the conscientious and enthusiastic work of the teachers, and to 
thank the School Committee for support and encouragement.

Brief Extracts from Educational Laws. 


1. Allchildren between 7 and 14, unless sick, feeble-minded, 
at an approved private school, or otherwise instructed in branches 
required by law, to the satisfaction of the School Committee, 
must attend the public schools during the entire time of each 
school year. Penalty to parent or guardian for failure in attend- | 
ance for five days’ sessions within any period of six months, $20. 

2. Nochild under 14 shall be employed ‘‘in any factory, 
workshop or mercantile establishment.” ‘*No such child shall be 
employed in any work performed for wages or other compensa- 
tion”’ during the hours when the public school is in session nor 
before six o’clock in the morning or after seven in the evening. 

3. No child under 16 shall be employed in any factory, 
workshop or mercantile establishment without a certificate from 
the Superintendent of Schools. He must present an employment 
ticket from the person who wishes to employ him, on applying 
for a certificate. The father, if living and a resident, must sign 
the certificate of age; if not, the mother; if neither, the guard- 
ian. 

4. Children between 14 and 16 must either attend school or 
be regularly employed. ! 

d. Children must be vaccinated before attending school, 
but a certificate from a regular physician, saying a child is an 
unfit subject for vaccination, allows attendance. 

No child can attend school from a household in which there 
is a case of smallpox, diphtheria, scarlet fever or measles, or 
from a household exposed to a contagion from a household as 
aforesaid. ‘Two weeks after the death, removal or recovery of 
the patient in a case of the first three mentioned, or three days 
after ina case of measles, the child may return on presentation of 
a certificate from the attending physician or from the board of 
health. : 

6. ‘* The last regular session prior to Memorial Day, or a 
portion thereof, shall be devoted to exercises of a patriot nature.” 

7. A United States flag not less than four feet in length 
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shall be displayed on the school house grounds or building every 
school day, when the weather will permit, and on the inside of 
the school house on other school days. ! 

8. <A written excuse stating cause of absence, and signed 
by parent or guardian, must be presented by the pupil on his re- 
turn to school. 

9. Every habitual school offender, that is, every child under 
14 years of age, who persistently violates the reasonable regula- 
tions of the school which he attends, or otherwise persistently 
misbehaves therein, so as to render himself a fit subject for ex- 
clusion therefrom, upon complaint by a truant officer, and con- 
viction thereof, may be committed, if a boy, at the discretion 
of the court, to a county truant school for a period not exceed- 
ing two years, or to the Lyman school for boys; and, if a girl, 
to the State Industrial school for girls.”’

To hear the reports of the several Town offi- 
cers.
